SAN FRANCISCO, May 16.— 
(?)—The United Nations confer- 
ence began its fourth week today 
with big and little powers in sub- 
stantial accord, and the American 
delegation turning on pressure for 
a speedy windup of the job of 
drafting a world charter. 


United States delegates ran off 
a series of meetings of their own 
during the day and were ready to 
urge statesmen of other countries 
to vote as soon as possible on a 
bulky list of amendments offered 
to the Dumbarton Oaks plan for 
a world organization. 


The Americans had been so 
wrapped up in tussles over region- 
al security and trusteeship issues 
that they hadn’t defined their posi- 
tions on scores of these amend- 
ments. Their sessions today gave 
them a chance to catch up. 


COMPROMISE PLAN 


Drafted by the United States 
delegation, a compromise plari for 
letting the Pan-American and any 
other regional defense systems op- 
erate under a world organization 
had enough support to guarantee 
its final acceptance. It had the 
backing of nearly all the 20 Latin- 
American states and most of the 
Big Five powers. Of the latter, 
Russia still had not made known 
her position. 

Now there is one major problem 
left: Preparation of a formula for 
international trusteeships over de- 
pendent or strategic lands—areas 
like Libya, or Iwo Jima, or the 
Caroline islands. 

The question has two phases: 
Looking after the welfare of the 
people of these territories and the 
assignment of mandates so that 
the United States and other coun- 
tries will control bases they re- 
gard as essential.to their own se- 
curity. 

Prinfarily, America wants to 
keep her grip on key islands 
snatched from Japan in order to 

e sure from now on that the 
Pacific really will be “pacific. 


THREE IN AGREEMENT 


Britain,

To give a conference committee 
on trusteeships something to work 
on, U. S. Delegate Harold E. Stas- 
sen brought together all the Big

The Anglo-Americans would 
place strategic areas under gen- 
eral supervision of a security 
council—the agency in the world 
organization which would control 
peace enforcement machinery. 
Other areas would be adminis- 
tered under a general assembly of 
all 49 United Nations. 

But the Russians want the se- 
curity council to say what areas 
would be considered strategic. 
Britain and the United States are 
opposed. 

Russia also suggested that even- 
tual independence for the native 
peoples be the goal of trustee- 
ships.

While the United States delega- 
tion hadn’t made up its collective 
mind on a multitude of amend- 
ments, it was reported to be ready 
to insist on naming other funda- 
mental rights if Russia pressed a 
proposal to list the right to work 
as an aim of the world charter. 

The Americans say they have 
no basic objection to telling peo- 
ple they have the right to work. 
But if that right is singled out

beef cows have been slaughtered'the OPA first was notified a week 


inside the city limits of Atlanta 
and their “fifth quarters”—head, 
hoofs. entrails, tail—dumpeil 
into city sewerage channels, indi 
cating a large-scale practice of un- 
lawful beef slaughter for black 
market meat sales. 

The district Office of Price Ad- 
ministration was notified May 9 
by city sewerage system workers, 
that the beef “fifth quarters” were 
arriving at disposal plants, ob- 
viously from “man-holes” through- 
out the city where they had been 
dumped. 

Not until Tuesday did OPA do 
anything to trace the beef entrails 
to their source and locate where

ago the waste portions of slaught- 
ered beeves could be traced, a gov 
ernment spokesman promised “im- 
mediate” action, but inspectors will 
not take up the case until today. 

With OPA officials not arriving 
during the week, the number of 
“fifth quarters” increased. The 
entrails, heads, hoofs from 10 cows, 
and the entire carcass of an un- 
born calf, arrived at a city dis- 
posal plant yesterday. 

On May 6, four “fifth quarters” 
arrived at the disposal plant; May 
9, eight arrived; May 11, two more 
were found; May 12, three, and 
yesterday 10 were caught in the 
gates leading to the sewerage

The entire procedure of opera-‘ 
tion at the city disposal plants has 
to be interrupted when beef re- 
mains are stopped in the gates 
The “fifth quarters” will not pass 
through the small slits; they are 
too large for the grinders and can- 
not be disposed of by treatment 
as ordinary sewage. The entrails 
have to be trucked away and 
burned. 

Chester Bowles, national admin- 
istrator of the OPA who is in At- 
lanta, was notified of the “fifth 
quarters” at the disposal plant, 
and declared: “This is the first 
time that this means of disposal 
of evidence of black market 
slaughtering has come to our at- 
tention. I understand from Mr. 
Harris, the regional administrator 


that the district enforcement at- 
torney has already assigned an in- 
vestigator to the case.” 

James M. Roberts, district en- 
forcement attorney for the OPA, 
added: “We know that there is il- 
legal slaughtering going on. We 
know it is being done at night at 
isolated places and that the meat 
is being peddled illegally by black 
market operators. This case is 
just more evidence of illegal 
slaughtering and selling. An in- 
vestigator was assigned Tuesday 
to see if we can track this thing 
back and city authorities are work- 
ing with us to try to find out 
where the slaughtering is being 
done. If we find this is an illegal 
operation we shall take immediate 


and vigorous enforcement action.”

The purpose was to stop the 
great armandas of U. S, Eighth 
Air Force precision bombers from 
their daily hafmmering of German 
railroads and oil refineries.

At a press conference last week 
Lt. Gen. James H. Doolittle, who 
just relinquished command of the 
Eighth Air Force, said. Reichsmar- 
shal Hermann Goering warned his 
Luftwaffe pilots that “unless you 
bring down at least .500 Flying 
Fortresses you will go to the 
trenches.” 

Goering was to have thrown 
every available combat fighter— 
probably about 3,000—into the sky 
at once in the final great gamble.

As a result, the date was post- 
poned three times. Some outfits 
returned to their old bases. Final- 
ly the Luftwaffe chiefs lost their 
nerve and abandoned the plan 
altogether.

SUPREME HEADQUARTERS 
ALLIED EXPEDITIONARY 
FORCE, Paris, May 16.—(4)—The 
first group of American veterans— 
more than 15,000 strong—with 
scores above the 85 critical dis- 
charge points to their credit, will 
head for the United States June l, 
Supreme Headquarters announced 
today, 

Composed almost entirely of 
men with combat experience, the 
group will include 12,000 from the 
12th Army group (U. S, First, 
Third and Ninth Armies), 3,000 
from the Sixth Army group (UV. S. 
Seventh Army and French First), 
and 500 from the Air Forces. Less 
than 2 per cent of the total will 
be officers. 

“The number is restricted this 
month because of a transportation 
shortage but will be increased sub- 
stantially next month,” the an- 
nouncement said.

Chinese 
Smash Push 


OnU.S.Base 


CHUNGKING, May 16.—()— 
The high command announced to- 
night that the Japanese drive on 
the U. S. 14th Air Base at Chih- 
kiang in Hunan province had been 
completely smashed in one of the 
most important Chinese victories 
of the war and that a considerable 
force of enemy had been trapped. 


Heavy street fighting was con- 
tinuing in the east coast treaty 
port of Foochow with severe cas- 
ualties on both sides. The Chinese 
broke into the town last Friday. 


A large force of enemy troops 
cut off from their main base at 
Paoching from which the abortive 
Hunan offensive started April 9, 
was reported by the Chinese com- 
bat command to be attempting to 
escape through the Chinese lines. 

The Japanese were trapped in a 
pocket stretching roughly from an 
area 22 miles northeast of Tung- 
kow, 55 miles west of Paoching, 
to a point 31 miles southeast of the 
Paoching -Chihkiang highway 
town. 

The high command said two im- 
portant heights and numerous vil- 
lages in the area had been taken 
by the Chinese and some 400 Jap- 
anese killed or wounded in futile 
assaults on the Chinese lines.

Systematic destruction of Ja- 
pan’s key war industries was push- 
ed by the American Superfortress 
Command today (Tokyo time) as 
more than 500 of the sky giants re- 
turned to the great city of Nagoya 
for the second time in 68 hours to 
rain 3,500 tons of fire bombs on 
prime targets. 

As the Superforts made their 
predawn strike American ground 
forces on bloody Okinawa and in 
the southern Philippines remained 
locked in deadly combat with fa- 
natical die-hard Japanese forces. 

Marine patrols have crossed the 
Asato river estuary and entered 
Naha, Okinawa’s capital city. As 
sociated Press Correspondent Vern 
Haugland radioed from Okinawa 
that a patrol of the Sixth Marine 
Division entered the main part of 
Naha after bitter fighting. Leath- 
ernecks had been battling savagely 
counterattacking Japanese in the 
suburbs four days. 

17,169 U. 8S. WOUNDED 

Adm. Nimitz disclosed in his 
communique that the Okinawa 
campaign had cost 3,781 American 
lives through May 14. Japanese 
fatalities reached the staggering 
total of 46,505. The Nipponese also 
lost 1,038 men captured. 

The American wounded totaled 
17,004 and the missing 165.

The story of the 110 Georgia boys who have finally arrived at. 
their homes from the prison camps of Germany 
hunger, malnutrition, of man-killing labor, cruelty to defenseless 
men, of SS guards who whipped and beat them, of death and of crime.

fused to labor any longer for their 
German captors their defiance 
won them more food and relief 
from some of their work.

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War Crime Parley 
set in London May31 


WASHINGTON, May 16.—(4)—Amid rising demands here and 
abroad for a speedy trial for top-flight Nazi war criminals the United 
Nations War Crimes Commission announced today that an interna- 
tional conference on German war crimes would begin in London 


May 31. 

The United States signified it is 
anxious to get started on sorting 
out the Axis culprits who will be 
tried before an international court. 


It has named its top prosecutors 
and the White House expressed 
hope that Great Britain, Russia 
and France will appoint theirs as 
goon as possible. 

Supreme Court Justice Robert 
H. Jackson, recently designated by 
President Truman as this country’s 
chief war crimes prosecutor, an- 
mounced selection of three assist- 
ants: Maj. Gen. William J. (Wild 
Rill) Donovan, Sidney S. Alder- 
man and Francis M. Shea. 

“IN U. 8. OPINION” 

Charles .G. Ross, presidential 
press secretary, voicing the White 
House hope that the other Allied 
powers would appoint their prose- 
cutors soon, added in a statement: 


“In the opinion of our govern- 
ment, the determination of who 
are the top criminals to be tried 
by an international court should 
be left to the prosecuting lawyers.” 


Meanwhile, supreme headquar- 
ters announced that a primary aim 
of American occupation of Ger- 
many would be to see that all war 
criminals are caught and punished. 

The promise that war criminals 
would be run down was made by 
Maj. Gen. Lucius D. Clay, Gen. 
Eisenhower's deputy for the occu- 
pation of Germany, who also de- 
clared that accused men such as 
Hermann Goering were being gath- 
ered in prison areas where they 
would be less comfortable. 


GATHERING EVIDENCE 


The War Crimes Commission, 
sitting in London, said that it had 
arranged for “certain European 
governments” to send igvestigation 
officers into Germany to help 
military authorities gather evi- 
dence of war crimes there. 

At the same time, it was dis- 
closed at supreme headquarters 
that special 10-man teams from 
the war branch of the European 
theater, judge advocate section, 
were conducting a widespread in- 
vestigation of crimes against Al- 
lied military personnel. 

A headquarters press confer- 
ence with Clay and other high of- 
ficers brought out that the Allies’ 
policy would be to turn over to 
any Allied gevernment any per- 
sons wanted by that government 
as a war criminal. 

HANG GOERING 

War criminals rot sentenced to 
4ail will be given top priority as 
laborers to rebuild ruined Euro- 
pean countries. 

In London, Minister of State 
Richar¢d K. Law expressed hope 
Goering would be hanged; Prime 
Minister Churchill said he had no 
knowledge of where Heinrich 
Himmler was; a Moscow broad- 
cast asserted high Nazis in Allied 
hands were “spreading propagan- 
d: whose pu.pose is to break the 
unity among the three great pow- 
ers that defeated Hitler’s Army.” 

Chirchill 4eclared he had no 
information as to the whereabouts 
of Himmler but said “I expect he 
will turn up somewherc in this 
world or the next and will be 
dealt with by appropriate local 
authorities.” 

Earlier in the day, Gens. Eisen- 
hower and Bradley and Field 
Marshal Montgomery conferred 
with Churchill, and there was 
speculation in British newspapers 
that they might have discussed 
war criminals.

Doenitz then presented Oshima’s 
latest plea, but Hitler said “it’s out 
of the question. We shall continue 
to fight on land, sea and in the 
air.”

Ingram was presented 
the sub’s battle flag by the skipper 
of the baby flattop Guadalcanal, 
Capt. Daniel V. Gallery, of Chicago. 

The U-boat was returning to her 
base in Brest after an 80-day raid 
in the Gulf of Guinea, when the 
Guadalcanal first detected her. 
Fighter planes guided destroyers 
to the attack and the cornered ves- 
sel was deluged with fire.

The admiral said he didn’t re- 
gret his controversial statements, 
made last winter, on the possi- 
bility of German buzz bombs hit- 
ting the American east coast. He 
said he wes convinced it would 
have happened if the Americans 
had not had four defensive car- 
riers and 75 destroyers in the At- 
lantic. 


“READY FOR THEM” 

“We were ready for them,” he 
said. “When we disposed our 
forces several months ago to take 
into account the possibility of buzz 
bomb attacks we closed the gaps. 
Those precautions paid dividends. 
Buzz bombs never buzzed but the 
subs were there and we smashed 
their attack. We got a total of 
eight U-boats and kept the others 
down where they could do no 
harm. 

“From Cape Cod to Capetown, 
from Reykjavik to Rio, Atlantic 
fleet air and sea groups tracked 
and destroyed the U-boats. Each 
kill was a small war of its own. 
The unpredictable incidents be- 
came routine in this most baffling 
of all types of warfare.” 

On one occasion, he related, air- 
craft from Guadalcanal sighted a 
U-boat placidly nursing Diesel oil 
from a huge mother sub. A quick 
blitz from the air sent both to the 
bottom. 

There were stories to equal the 
famous “sighted sub, sank same.” 
For example, a destroyer escort 
had orders as follows: “Proceed 
Halifax to New York, sv’eeping 
for possible U-boat en route.” The 
DE’s answer: “Sank sub en route, 
losing no time under w@y.” 
CAPTAIN “COMPLIES” 

Another was a skipper’s orders: 
“Hunt and destroy U-boat in desig- 
nated area.” A few hours later the 
captain replied: ‘“Complied.” 

The newest ship to sink a sub 
was the destroyer escort Gandy. 


Eighteen hours after departure on. 


her first job, she rammed a U-boat 
and with the help of two sister 
ships sank it, bringing back the 
captain, two fellow officers and 
five crewmen. 

He said the sinking off the Rhode 
Island coast was a “personal 
grudge f:ght.” The destroyer es- 
cort Buckley, tipped off by air- 
craft, went to the scene of the 
surfaced U-boat and exchanged 
point-blank fire. The Buckley then 
rammed and rode over the sub. 
The battered U-boat got away, the 
Buckley in pursuit. The DE poured 
steel into the conning tower while 
the crew heaved coffee cups at the 
swastika. 

The U-boat got out of control, 
crashed into the Buckley and sank 
in 10 minutes, leaving 32 officers 
and crewmen thrashing around in 
the water with a few more hang- 
ing on to the Buckley.

Whether or not Gov. Arnall 
likes it, efforts will be continued 
to bring the legislature into ex- 
traordinary session next week in a 
plan to draft Arnall for re-election, 
Rep. Ben Fortson Jr. of Wilkes 
county has declared. 

“If the legislature wants to con- 
vene itself into extraordinary ses- 
sion for any purpose whatsoever, 
and a petition is signed by three- 
fifths of the members, there is 
nothing the Governor can do about 
it,” Fortson said bluntly.

It will be submitted as a 
separate amendment, and I do not 
believe the vote on it will have.

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Mr. Bowles and OPA Merit Our Thanks 


Atlanta yesterday was host to Chester 
A. Bowles, OPA administrator. 


The Constitution believes that, within 
the limits of human fallibility, Mr. Bowles 
and OPA have done a job which merits the 
support and gratitude of the people. 


The gigantic task imposed on OPA is 
not generally realized. That there would 
be mistakes, even an occasional instance of 
abuse, was inevitable. But taking the pic- 


ture as a whole, OPA has done a national 
service. 


There will be. of course, gradual re- 
laxations of regulations. But no thought- 
ful person will disagree that OPA must be 
retained for a period of time after war 
ends. We have escaped inflation as bad 
as that which existed during the first 
world war when prices were far greater 
than now. We must avoid the postwar 
inflation as well. 


Let's Not Wait for Epidemics 


Summer is upon us and summer usually 
means various epidemics. Among them 
are infantile paralysis, scarlet fever, and 
various other illnesses. 


Now is the time for health officials and 
citizens to get busy with all possible pre- 
vention. Screens should be looked to; pos- 
sible breeding places for mosquitoes should 
be removed. 


Public health departments are under- 
staffed, but some way must be found to 
supervise and frequently inspect all places 
serving food and drink. They, too, are 
understaffed and there is an obvious ten- 
dency on the part of many to let things 
slide. The Atlanta Restaurant Association 


does a fine job of maintaining high stand- 
ards of cleanliness. But they, unfortunate- 
ly, represent only a small number of the 
places which serve food and drink. 


The best system in the state is in 
Brunswick, Georgia. There the restaurants 
and soda fountains must meet a certain 
standard to remain open. Above that they 
are graded A, B or C and must exhibit 
their grade in a prominent place. 


The United States Army, in protecting 
its men, puts “off bounds” those places not 
clean. These places have demonstrated 
they can, even in wartime with shortage 
of help, clean up. 


Let’s not wait for epidemics.

The Puzzle of Eire and De Valera 


Winston Churchill, Prime Minister of 
Great Britain, spoke harshly, not of South- 
ern Ireland, which sent thousands of vol- 
unteers to the English armies, but of Eire’s 
leader, Eamon de Valera, in a speech 
Sunday. 


The world understood Eire’s neutrality, 
even though most of the peoples of the 
world deplored it. But what the world 
could not understand, and does not now 
understand, was the apparent leaning to- 
ward Germany. When the Reich was de- 
feated and but afew hours away from 
surrender, De Valera sent a message of 


sympathy to the Germans on the reported 
death of Adolf Hitler. A few days later 
the American embassy was stoned, for no 
reason except that this country had joined 
in helping defeat Germany. Now, it is re- 
vealed, with Germany defeated, the cen- 
sors of Eire delete from Dublin newspapers 
stories which praise Gen. Patton, Amer- 
ica’s great tank general, but permit stories 
praising the genius of the late German 
Marshal Rommel.

He spoke of Flies 


I went, while in India, to one of the five 
Bie great burning ghats in Calcutta. 
aa They do not embalm and bury in India. They 
burn the’ body within 24 hours. The ghats are along the banks of 
rivers, the Ganges, or one which flows into it, and therefore have 
a tradition of holiness. In Calcutta the ghats are on the banks 
of the Hugli river, a tributary of the Ganges. 


At the time I was there smallpox, cholera and plague were in 
epidemic or near-epidemic stages. Don’t worry about your boy or 
husband if he is soldiering there. Inoculations protect them. 


There is a frightful lack of sanitation in India. There is an 
infinitesimal amount of public health. Dirt and filth, poverty and 
squalor, are the rule.” There are a few exceptions. But few. 

It was very hot at the ghat. It was within a wall. About the 
entry hung the various “‘fakirs,” the ascetic, penitents who smear 
themselves with ashes, cow dung and paints, and wander about in 
lifelong humility and poverty. They are not pretty. 

Bearers came in, during a period of 45 minutes, on an average 
of about every six minutes, The ghats operate night and day. There 
are five in Calcutta. Smallpox, plague, malaria, cholera, dysentery 
—they led the list. The body, borne on a sort of cot, is dipped into 
the river, and then placed on a bier of wood. Mango wood (sandal- 
wood if you can pay the price) is heaped on it and about it. The 
eldest son lights the flame. .The body is consumed almost in en- 
tirety. The last bit of it, a portion about the umbilicus seems to 
survive, is cast into the river. Many bodies burn at the same time. 
I can assure you there is about the actual ceremony a very real 
dignity. It does not appear barbaric, nor, I was surprised to find, 
bizarre. 

A doctor who accompanied me pointed out the pitiful forms of 
children beneath the thin cotton covering on the cots. 

“Flies, dirt, germs and death are the constant four horsemen,” 
he said. “Always flies.” 

He was right. India has a plague of flies. 

Polio Kentucky has released a study of its polio epidemic of 
1944, its first since the epidemic in 1935. 

The first cases were reported from a poor section near Bluegrass 
creek, an open sewer. Later on cases were reported in “the best” 
residential sections. ; 

Flies had been on the job—flies feeding on sewage. 

They don’t know much about polio. They do know that mon- 
keys, injected with a serum prepared from the stools of those who 
recently have had polio will give monkeys the disease. They know 
that in any city’s sewer system, at almost any time of the year, 
but especially in summer, the virus may be obtained. 

Flies do the job. Open “privies,” open sewers, uncovered hu- 
man excrement anywhere, is a deadly source of polio. 

The report goes on to say that “many flies were found in and 
around the homes of many of the patients.” In a few only a small 
number of flies were found. In others the fly population was 
“moderate.” 


Carriers In 1941 J. R. Paul and J. D. Trask, of the Yale Medical 
) school, working in co-operation with the Warm Spsings 

Foundation, to which you subscribe every year, trapped flies in the 
rural areas where polio was epidemic. This was in many widely 
separated areas of the United States. 

They took the filth from the legs of flies and found that 75 
per cent of the flies were carriers of polio virus. | 

Albert B. Sabin, pediatrician from the University of Cincinnati, 
now in the Army, trapped flies in Atlanta a few years ago when 
we had an epidemic. They found that washings (filth washed 
from the flies) injected into monkeys gave them polio. Fifty-five 
per cent of all flies trapped were guilty. 


: There is an editorial on this page today urging 
Summer Flies all citizens to see to it their screens are in shape 
and that all health and food inspections be made rigidly and fre- 
quently. 

Open garbage trucks, which Atlanta has, are potential carriers 
of flies and disease. So are any open garbage dumps which city 
or county might permit. If you know any report them. Demand 
adequate garbage collections. 

Watch your own garbage. 
of your home. 

Wash your own hands ffequently. 
children. 

I never knew why it wasn’t possible for Atlanta, or any other 
city, to adopt the Glynn county (Brunswick) system of rating 
eating places and soda fountains. They must meet a certain stand- 
ard. Above that they are graded and must display, in a prominent 
place, their rating so patrons may see it. °

Now Comes Season 
For Summer Camps 


It has long been a conviction of mine that it 
is good experience, for all youngsters, to go camp- 


ing in the summer time. To gain the self-re- 


liance, the acquaintance with the great outdoors, the body building 


and the comradeship which are a few of the many advantages to 
be found in a properly conducted summer camp. 

There are many magnificent camps within comparatively easy 
reach of Atlanta. Many are located in the mountain regions of 
north Georgia and, further afield, in the Carolinas and Tennessee, 
In fact, they are to be found in almost all states. 

I always recall, with deepest pleasure, my annual visits, for 
many years, to the Athens Y Camp for Boys, a few miles north of 
Tallulah Falls. And its companion camp for girls, Camp Chattooga. 
That is where my own youngsters went. The late W. T. Forbes was 
one of the pioneers of camping in the Georgia mountains. 
gan years ago by taking little groups of boys, when they carried 
their own equipment, a tent, etc., and camped alongside some moun- 
tain stream. W. T. knew those mountains like we know the 7 
of the city. 

The Y Camp for Boys, and Camp Chattooga for Girls, are among 
the best camps of them all today, monuments to W. T. and his 
family. W. T. has now passed to the happier camping grounds, 
where someday all his friends will join him. In the meantime, his 
family and those he taught carry on as he would wish if he were 


here. 

I think one of the finest developments in sum- 
Camps for All mer camps of recent years has been the crea- 
tion of camps to fit all purses. Not only those who can afford the 
fees and other costs of an eight-week season at one of the long- 
established camps, but children from the poorer sections of the 
city—even those whose people can afford nothing at all for such 
a purpose, may know the delights of summer camping if they will. 

There is the great camp operated by Rev. Felton Williams, of 
the Atlanta Mission, which takes girls for a week or two, pays all 
costs, provides all things needed and sends the girl back home 
healthier in spirit and in body, better fed and a better potential 
citizen. This camp has always done a magnificent job among the 
least privileged, financially, of the city children. Since, in the 
last couple of years or so, the Variety Club has contributed so 
generously in new buildings, equipment, etc., it is doing an even 
better job. 

Then there are the camps which, in cost, come between such 
as this and the costlier places. The camps where, for a few dollars 
a week, boy or girl can have a splendid time, an experience they 
will talk about all the rest of the year. 

The Boy Scout camp, for instances, and the Girl Scouts, the 


Camp Fire Girls, etc. 

: Then, there are the “Day Camps,” oper- 
One-Day Camping ated in various parks or wooded areas of 
Greater Atlanta. These meet the problem both of those who, be- 
cause of gasoline rationing, cannot provide transportation to more 
distant camps, and also are very inexpensive. The fee, which is 
payable in a lump sum on registration, works out to about 50 cents 
per day. And there are “camperships” for those unable to pay even 
so small a fee. 

Some of these day camps for girls are jointly sponsored by the 
Girl Scouts and Camp Fire Girls. Others are sponsored only by 
the Girl Scouts. Registration is now open for girls who are mem- 
bers of these organizations, while any girl, member or not, may 
register after June l. 

These day camps will operate at North Fulton Park, Grant Park, 
Fernbank Forrest, Maddox Park and Adams Park. The earliest to 
open will be at Grant Park on June 11; the last to close will be 
at Adams Park on August 24. 

Incidentally, more counselors are needed. Counselors must be 
18 years or older and genuinely interested in children and the out- 
doors. Those acceptable who apply will be given special training 
and some remuneration. Inquiries may be made to the Girl Scout 
office, Walnut 9110. 

And so there are camps for every boy and girl. Camping is not 
only a healthful and fun-packed vacation idea, it is a character- 
building experience. If I had children of the suitable age, I’d do 
my utmost to see they went a-camping each summer. If I’m still 
around, when the grandchildren are old enough—well, we'll see 
how much influence I have with their parents, by then.

Price 
Of Freedom 


Emerson and Thoreau did more 
than anybody else to teach Amer- 
icans the dignity of man and the 
meaning of freedom. In our time 
there has been little such teaching, 
but there is need of it. People 
forget. 


In the early days of freedom, 
while remembrance of the price 
paid made it seem precious, all 
literate people knew what it 
rreant. It meant equality, withopt 
which there is no freedom. It 
meant that every man could speak 


to every other as an equal, with- 


out fear of reprisal; Also it meant 
that every man carried his share 
of the responsibility for making it 
work. 

But now, having no experience 
or remembrance of anything but 
freedom, we take it for granted 
and are unable to appreciate or 
understand it. We are like the chil- 
dren of the rich, who have never 
needed money and therefore can- 
not realize its value or imagine 
how they would feel without it. 


We measure values by compari- 
son. One of our famous men of an 
earlier generation, who came from 
England in his youth, wrote a 
book to tell of his adventures in 
the land of freedom. As he wal*- 
ed up a street in New Orleans, an 
hour after leaving his shi; he 
caught a glimpse of his reflection 
in a store window and realized 
that something had happened to 
hin. For the first time ir his life 
he was walking with head up and 
shoulders back and striding along 
as though he owned the earth. He 
was free and every man’s equal. 

The free born have that feeling 


‘from their infancy, and are not 


even aware of it; but many of 
them, especially in recent yeas, 
do not realize that freedom means 
something more. 

I. watched a crowd leaving a 
mass meeting in a hall that had 
no permanent seats. A chair had 
fallen so it almost blocked an aisle. 
Thirty-four people squeezed 
around and past that fallen chair 
before one thought to pick it up 
and move it out of the way. He 
was apparently the only one in 
the lot who had any initiative or 
sense of civic responsibility. 

There are people who have lit- 


tle self-confidence and dread re- 


sponsibility. They do not desire 
independence. But the others—the 
self-reliant who have a passion 
for freedom and a marrow-deep 
hatred for tyranny—must learn 
the whole meaning of liberty if 
they intend to save it. 

It is more than the rig § to do 
as you please while others man- 
age things. That is th freedom 
desired by children, Freedom for 
adults must include a feeling of 
respensibility and possession. It is 
your country, as your bonds are 
yours. The government is not 
“they,” but “we.” Nobody ewns 
this nation but you. Anc yours is 
the job of conserving your vast 
inheritance and saving it from 
fools and tyrants.

Nazi Treatment Gave 
Neimoeller New Strength 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN THE MEDITERRANEAN VIA 
ROME.—If a man spends eight years in prison or four behind barbed 
wire and is then placed in solitary confinement for refusing to ren- 
der unto Caesar the things that are God’s, and if, meanwhile, his 
sons are killed or missing in action or are forced to fight for their 
father’s jailers, several things can happen to him. 

He can find that God has forsaken him, he can become cynical, 
he can take refuge in other worldly mysticism against the realities 
of life, or he can become strengthened and purified to an incan- - 
descent faith and an unassailable inner freedom. 


To Martin Neimoeller the last has happened. All the trials of 
Job have befallen himmand his family. Of his seven children only 
two are certainly alive and with their mother. He has seen the 
country, which he was too sternly honest to reject as his own, de 
feated, abased, ruined, and despised, as he foresaw it would be 
when it bent its knee to the golden calf of evil power. 


He does not know whether in a hundred years Germany will 
again take its place in civilization with honor, but he knows where- 
in he believes and wherefore he suffered, and that sets him apart 
from the run of men and gave him authority even amongst his 
beastly jailers who never lifted a hand against him. And his be- 
lief gives him now a spiritual authority possessed perhaps by no 
other individual in Protestant Christendom. 

I encountered Martin Neimoeller in a place whereto he has been 
removed with Kurt Schuschnigg, Leon Blum, Hjalmar Schacht, 
Prince Phillip Hesse and many others who had been taken by the 
American Army from their last internment place after the siege of 
Dachau, and I saw him under conditions which made it possible 
that we could have quiet and extended conversations. 

He is a man from whom fear forever has 


Has Lost All F ear flown. He is boyishly slim, wiry, nervous, 
but disciplined. In full simplicity and humility, his brown eyes look 
steadily as he speaks and his smile is alight with kfhdness and 
peace. 

He claims there is literally nothing left of German life which is 
not corrupted and compromised and believes it is foolish to think 
that a democratic Germany will arise in the near future. In his 
opinion, Germany must be governed by the victors, otherwise there 
will be wholesale slaughter and Germany will be in a state of chaos, 
disintegration and despair. 

There remains in his mind just one institution which never 
wholly yielded up its faith and which, though without practical re- 
sults, kept alive in the people the recollection of morality and hope 
for a better world. He said the Christian church crisis in Germany 
was both moral and spiritual and must be rebuilt from moral and 
spiritual foundations, for it was in these the collapse of Germany 
began under Hitler. : 

Thousands of Germans have rediscovered what religion means 
in faith in their cross creeds. Neimoeller himself pilgrimaged in 
1937 to Catholic Bishop von Gallen, of Munster, to outstretch his 
hand and to read the bishop’s pastoral letters from his pulpit, some- 
thing which never happened before’ in Protestant Germany. The 
proportion of the ministers who testified to God against Hitler was 
larger than any political group and included princes of the church 
like Abbot Mettenhead, from the greatest Benedictine monastery in 
Bavaria, and simple curates and priests who believe in the un- 
assuaged spiritual hunger after righteousness and truth in the Ger- 


man people. 

ovr That is the only positive force he discerns 
Spiritual Unity and, above all, he prays that the four powers 
who will administer Germany will be able to agree and work to- 
gether on a common program. He is confident that, should Ger- 
many be devided into separate spiritual spheres, it would be the 
last terrible fate of his country and civilization and that altogether 
it would mean no peace and a breach of peace would bring dark 
ages for centuries. 

When I asked about Communism, he said he didn’t think the 
people would turn naturally toward the political aspects of Com- 
munism, not because the economic doctrines of any economic sys- 
tem making it possible to sustain mere life are unacceptable, but 
because any system that suppresses personal conscience on behalf of 
a state party seems too much like Naziism. He prays that western 
civilization and Russian Communism may reconcile their systems 
and learn each from the other. 

He teld me that which way Germany will turn depends upon 
how the occupying powers meet the spiritual and intellectua] hunger 
of the people. He said he had read that the Russians, while dealing 
sternly with German leaders, have pity on the German people and 
fraternize with them, and said now, when they know they are hated 
by mankind, will they turn toward that as toward light.

Bowles Sees Training Credit 


Another Year 


Of ‘Controls’ 


Relaxation To Come 
Gradually, OPA Chief 
Reveals on Visit Here 


Tight controls on prices and ra- 
tioning will be released, 
item, after another year, OPA Ad- 
ministrator Chester Bowles pre- 
cicted during a visit to Atlanta 
yesterday. 


By next spring, Bowles believes, 
price controls will be withdrawn 
from fresh fruits and vegetables, 
and other furds will be released 
gradually thereafter. The national 


price administrator explained that; 


OPA stands ready to step out of 
each field as soon as supply and 
demand be:'ome equalized. 

Among the lk *t products to be 
released from price and rationing 
control wiil be automobiles, wash- 
ing machines and building mate- 
rials, Bowle: pointed out. He 
pointed out that the tremendous 
demands for these goods would 
force prices skyhigh, if OPA con- 
trols were removed as soon as the 
war ends. 

CITES CONTROL NEEDS 

“We will probably continue to 
ration automobiles until the first 
million have been distributed,” he 
said. “to be sure that those who 
need them most will get them 
first. For example, doctors and 
public health workers will be 
granted the first postwar priorities | 
for automobiles 

“Price controls will need to be| 
croutinued even after rationing of 
automobiles nis st»pped,” he add- 
ed. “But we don't plan to continue 
controls in tefinitely, because after 
the first ‘blush’ of reconversion 
prices will automatically be held 
within reason by competition be- 
tween manufacturers.” 

Bowles said OPA plans to with- 
Graw its controls area by area, as 
the Army and Navy move out of 
each community. He pointed out 
that the agency originally “froze” 
rents at the request of military 
authorities in each controlled area. 
Local housing and rent problems 
will then be turned over to lo- 
cal authorities, as soon as the 
need for federal control is remov- 
ed, he said. 

SLAUGHTER QUOTAS 


Discussing the meat situation, 
Bowles forecast fairer distribution 
of meat throughout the nation 
within 90 days, due to the OPA’s 
new meat control program. He ex- 
plained that OPA now has control 
over nonfederally inspected 
siaughterers, the “biggest source 
of black market meat,” and now 
can channel meat into areas which 
have felt the greatest scarcity. 

This will be possible, he explain- 
ed, because the nonfederally in- 
spected slaughterers will al- 
lowed to slaughter only a certain 
quota, while other meat produced 
in the area will be forced into 
federally-inspected plants which 
can ship in interstate commerce. 

These interstate shipments 
meat will result in moving large 
quantities away from areas of 
plenty and into areas where short- 
@ges exist, thus equalizing the dis- 
tribution of meat, he said. 

While in Atlanta, Bowles will 
hold conferences with OPA em- 
ployes and district and regional 
officials. He will speak to the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce at a 
luncheon at 12:30 p. m. tomor- 
row at the Ansley Hotel.

Joe Louis 
Not Getting 
Discharge 


Heavyweight Champ 
Won't Get Release, 
Says War Department 


WASHINGTON, May 16.—(#)— 
Any hopes of an early heavy- 
weight championship fight with 
Joe Louis defending his title were 
cooled off today by the War De- 
partment. 

There is no likelihood of Louis 
or Billy Conn, widely recognized 
as Louis’ foremost challenger, or 
“any other specialist” being dis- 
charged soon by the Army. 

A War Department officer said 
there are no plans for letting any 
specialists out of service unless 
they qualify for release under the 
Army’s point system. 

HAS NO COMBAT RECORD 

Louis has been in for a long 
time and has one child, but no 
combat record, it was said. The 
absence of a combat record would 
make it difficult for him to meet 
discharge requirements, though it 
was emphasized he has been doing 
a valuable job. 

The Army requires a soldier to 
have 85 points to be eligible for 
discharge, and lack of a combat 
record is a distinct handicap since 
five points are allowed for each 
combat decoration. 

Louis, who has appeared in 
many exhibitions before service 
groups overseas and in this coun- 
try, recently was assigned to an- 
other morale group going to 
Alaska. 

It is not likely that Louis will 
be allowed to defend his title 
while still in service. 

The Army’s central Pacific base 
command recently issued an order 
prohibiting soldiers from boxing 
in civilian professional programs. 

The order set out this policy: 

The order set out this policy: 

“Amateurism will govern the 
conduct of Army athletics and 
will be encouraged and _ strictly 
adhered to. Professional athletes 
in the military service will be en- 
couraged to participate as individ- 
uals and members of teams in all 
Army athletic activities except in 
sports involving bodily contact en- 
gaged in by two contestants.” 

IS GENERAL ATTITUDE 

“The tendency of some soldiers 
who can compete for pay in front 
of civilians is to compete on that 
basis and not give soldier audi- 
ences the benefit of their athletic 
skills,” the order explained. 

While this particular order ap- 
plies specifically to the Central Pa- 
cific Base Command, the War De- 
partment said that it “sets forth 
our general attitude.”

Georgia in Need 
Of 13,000 Workers 


Georgia war industries and ci- 
vilian services need 13,000 addi- 
tional workers, indicating there 
will be no radical relaxation of 
manpower controls in the state un- 
til the end of the war in the Pa- 
cific, Thomas H. Quigley, state 
WMC director, has announced. 

On ‘the contrary, production 
must be stepped up in plants pro- 
ducing B-29 bombers, textiles, mu- 
nitions, lumber and pulpwood for 
war purposes, Quigley said. 

Although some war production 
throughout the nation may be re- 
duced or eliminated in the near 
future, Quigley said there is no 
likelihood of any immediate dras- 
tic cutbacks in Georgia. Under 
the recently announced national 
plan, there is no contemplated 
lifting of controls in such labor 
market areas as Columbus, Ma- 
con, Rome and Savannah, he 
pointed out.

Calvert Case 
Thrill, Heels 
Fail To Click 


Allegations that a German-born 
witness clicked his heels and 
bowed from the waist snarled 
proceedings for 30 minutes yester- 
day in the trial of Robert A. Cal- 
vert and Herbert W. Constangy, 
charged with draft evasion con- 
spiracy. 

The legal tangle, which resulted 
in retirement of a federal jury 
while attorneys battled it out, be- 
gan while Defense Attorney Hal 
Lindsay was cross-examining the 
government’s first witness against 
Calvert-Constangy—A. F. Revson, 
treasurer of Calvert Iron Works, 


Lindsay’s questions involved 
Paul T. Elsas, former cost account- 
ant for Calvert Iron Works, and a 
major government witness, who 
came to the United States in 1938 
“because he didn’t agree with the 
Hitler regime.” Elsas is now a 
naturalized citizen. 

OBJECTION ENTERED 


Lindsay confronted Revson with 
rumors that the German-born wit- 
ness had conducted himself in the 
Prussian military manner, 

“When Elsas came into your of- 
fice, did he click his heels and bow 
from the waist?” Lindsay asked 
Revson. 

Before Revson could reply, U. S. 
Attorney Andrews jumped up to 
enter an objection and an argu- 
ment between the attorneys en- 
sued. Judge E. Marvin Underwood 
asked the jury to retire while the 
question was settled. 

After hearing both Lindsay and 
Andrews, Judge Underwood over- 
ruled the district attorney’s objec- 


| tion and called in the jury. 


‘TENSE SCENE 

An air of expectancy filled the 
courtroom as Lindsay rose to con- 
tinue his questioning. Jurors and 
spectators alike leaned forward in 
their chairs, eager to hear Revson’s 
reply. 

Lindsay repeated his question in 
sonorous, measured tones: 

“Did Elsas click his heels and 
bow from the waist?” he asked 
again. 

Revson shifted his position in 
the witness chair. His reply was 
brief, unqualified. 

“No,” he said. 

The courtroom was convulsed. 
After érder was restored the trial 
proceeded.
